own responsibility, and with reference to its own views. This 
country, her Majesty’s Government had felt, was not in the 
situation of other countries in Europe, in a religious point of 
view, in reference to this question. At the same time the 
Government, seeing the events which had expelled the Soverei gn 
Pontiff from Rome, had upon all occasions when it saw a fit 
opportunity offered suggestions as to the prospect of the re- 
establishment by legal negotiation of the authority of the Pope 
in Rome, and had expressed its opinion on that subject, not 
unqualified, though connected with the restoration of the 
Pope’s due authority, upon terms and conditions which would 
ensure the permanence of that authority, in conformity with 
the wishes of his people.” 

Now, looking at the question with all impartiality, it does 
appear to us that the will of the people of the entire Roman 
state was fairly represented in the general election which 
returned their present Chamber. At that time there existed 
no foreign force in Rome or in the state. Garibaldi’s irregular 
troop was in Lombardy; and the volunteer Roman bands, com- 


posed of the refuse of the populace, who flocked to the Lombard | 


war in 1848, had not yet returned to the city: so that, in fact, 
coercion was wholly out of the question, Nay, more, it was 
then and is still believed in Rome that the carabinieri and 
dragoons, who form together by far the most effective and, 
even numerically, important part of the little regular army of 
the state, were decidedly in favour of the Papal or moderate 
party. The election was, therefore, not only free, all chance 
of coercion was not only removed, but the armed power was 
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dreaded, and believed to be politically disposed against the 
‘‘constituente.”’ 

The accounts of the operations have been singularly devoid 
of details, and, in many respects, contradictory. It would 
seem that on the morning of the 31st ult. the French struck 
their tents at Acqua Traversa, on the Florence road, and 
transported that camp to the heights of Monte Mario, there to 
enjoy a purer air and a more commanding position. They 
then occupied the Church of St. Paul, beyond the walls, and 
fortified an eminence in the Vigna Salviucci; reinforcements 
arrived, and heayy artillery was brought up from Civita 
Vecchia. Passing over some unimportant movements at the 
Villa Pampli, we come to the latest news from Rome con- 
tained in the following official despatches read in the Legis- 
lative Assembly of France on Tuesday evening :— 

“‘ Head-quarters, Villa Santucci, June 5, seven p.m. 

“‘ The opening of the trenches took place this evening at six 
o’clock. At five o’clock in the morning two besieging batteries 
opened their fire. The enemy, occupied by a serious diversion 
which I had ordered on the side of the villas Corsini and Valen- 
tini, did not fire a single shot on our workmen. During the day 
its fire on this side was well kept up, but without causing us any 
loss. The 53rd Regiment of the Line, which landed three days 
since, arrived here yesterday, and immediately took part in the 
service. The Ponte Molle is entirely established, and carriages 
can pass over it. In the mines 160 kilogrammes of powder were 
found prepared to blow it up.” 

“ June 6, 3.30 a.m. 
‘“‘ The night has passed off tranquilly. The works at the trenches 
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are carried on with activity. Last night new batteries were con- 
structed. Unceasing exertions are being made to consolidate the 
defence of San Pancrazio and the villas of Corsini and Valentini.” 
Thus it is evident that, so far from the French having occu- 
pied Rome, they were as far from doing so as ever. It is 
expected that a fortnight will elapse before they can enter. 


PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

I regret to say that never did I observe a shadow more ominous 
than that which appears to have occupied republican Paris within 
the last few days. The death of Marshal Bugeaud, the prevalence 
of the cholera, and the disheartening accounts from that mysterious 
and, indeed, unaccountable expedition under Oudinot to Rome, 
have first paralyzed this judgmentless race, and then inflamed them 
with a desire for fresh changes in the state of things. God knows 
how it will all end—but I fear very badly. Rollin appears to be 
ripe for anything, and halloos on his hounds of the Mountain in the 
true sanguinary Socialist fashion. The papers, too, have been more 
daringly anarchical than ever—and, though “ seized,” will not be 
silenced ! 

The sitting of the Legislative Chamber yesterday was re- 
sumed at half-past five o’clock, when M. Grandin, interrupting 
the proceedings, ascended the tribune, and alluding to certain pro- 
clamations which, he said, had been issued by the democratic 
party, stigmatized them as being provocations to civil war; he 
called on the members of the Left to give explanations on the point, 
and at the same time inquired what steps the Government had taken 
to guard against such events as might occur in consequence. M, 
Dufaure declared that every precaution had been taken to ensure 
public tranquillity. Yes—but a State of Siege is by no means a 
desirable, though, I fear, inevitable, ‘‘ precaution’! Rollin 
has 70,000 determined ruffians at his beck and call, upwards 
of 25,000 of whom are not unprepared with arms, and nearly all of 
whom are starving; yet, from communications which reached him 
from the clubs, he found that Socialism had not yet made sufficient 
progress in the ranks of the army to enable his canaille to cope 
with them. ‘The Chambers are surrounded with military and 
cannon! The Ministers have since challenged Rollin and his party 
to prove alleged guilt, if they can; and they have retired to their 
bureaux, en comité, to deliberate. The grand scoundrelism of the 
Mountain is only equalled by its meanness—en voici la preuve. 
MM. Bac, Mathé, Dufraise, and other members of said Mountain, 
have presented to the Assemby a proposition to the effect that the 
50,000f. per month allotted to the Executive Government for 
expenses of receptions, &c., shall be suppressed from the Ist of 
July next ! 

The Archbishop of Paris went yesterday morning to the 
church of St. Etienne du Mont, and celebrated a mass for the 
cessation of the cholera, according to his pastoral letter of the 7th. 
This he preceded by an impressive address from the pulpit to a 
congregation which entirely filled the church. The service done, 
the prelate went out on the peristyle of the church, and bestowed 
‘iis benediction on an immense crowd, all of whom received it 
devoutly kneeling. What a strange people this is, between 
frantic republicanism and so much outward devotion !

€y wish to calculate a victory, to give an impetus 
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to party, or to replenish the decayed exchequer of a charity, 
they first invigorate their patriotism, their politics, or their 
kindly sympathies at the Freemasons’ or the London Tavern. 
They go to work, then, with a heart, and—not to be guilty of 
a pun—they work heartily, to boot. For the fairer members of 
society we must spread other banquets. We invite their charit 
to concerts and bazaars—the latter being the less objectionable 
inducement, and less open to the suspicion of selfishness than 
turtle in Bishopsgate-street or Jenny Lind at Exeter-hall, 
We may say here, that it is not so much the desire of getting 
something for their money that brings them to the bazaar, as 
the English spirit of making other people do something for it, 
And, if the purity of charity be doubtful in the former case, it 
receives the addition of good sense in the latter. 

But, without looking too narrowly into the motives which 
render a speculation of this kind capable of success, we rejoice 
that there is some means of extracting a tardy tribute of justice 
from the public to their oldest friends and instructors, on 
whose early lessons they trade in mature years, without re- 
membering the diligence which watched over their instruction, 
or thinking of the poverty with which its declining years may 
be oppressed. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday last a fancy sale was held in 
the grounds of the Aged Asylum of the Governersses’ BunEvo- 
LENT Institution, from: which the promoters of this society 
derived the comparatively small sum of £1000. Taking 
weather and other influences into consideration, this is not so 
meagre a result as at first sight it appears. It is but half, 
instead of being double, what the proceeds were from a similar 
effort made last year; but still it suffices to show that public 
feeling is not dead upon this subject. Hrr Maszsry, always 
sympathizing with a just or benevolent movement, stimulated 
the proceedings of the day by forwarding her subscription to 
the amount of £50; so that, upon the whole, though the 
result may not be sufficient to justify much congratulation, it 
forbids anything like despondency. 

To the Ladies who lent the influence of their rank, beauty, 
and talents in furtherance of the day’s object, it would be 
worse than ungrateful were we to omit, or stint, the thanks 
which all well-wishers of the institution owe them. They 
have covered themselves with honour ; and, in after years, 
may listen to the voice of secret commendation with a pleasure 
infinitely preferable to that which beauty or genius can derive 
either from flattery or fame. They have served in a great 
cause, and a good one; and, with better reason than Harry’s 
followers, may 

‘* Stand a tiptoe when this day is named!” 


In services of this kind, more especially when tendered with 
the sympathy of sisterhood to the poor of their own sex, our 
countrywomen multiply their graces a hundred and a thousand 
fold ; and while we admire the wit, the delicate tact, and clever- 
ness which they bring to their task of merchandise, we still 
more venerate them for the beauty and exccllence of their 
motives. ; 


A LADY FLOGGED AT PRESBURG. 

Turre have been, and it must be feared there will again be, 
occasions when men, giving themselves up to the brutality of 
their natures, will renounce every law of honour and humanity, 
and become depredators of what they ought to protect. The 
son who has been nourished by the solicitude of a mother, the 
husband who has shared the affection of a wife, the brother 
who has found a generous advocate in his sister, will forget, 
on such occasions, the home reminiscences which ought to be 
a pledge for their honourable treatment of every woman; and 
in the hour of delirious victory will play a part in those revels 
which consummate the horrors of war. But these are the 
worst sort of men: those whom affection has not softened; for 
whom virtue has never had attractions; whose natures have 
not responded to a manly suggestion ; who have lived for life, 
as a beast does, which desists from slaughter only when it is 
gorged to repletion; who destroy without remorse, because 
they have no feeling for anything but self. If wild beasts could 
be brought to obey the word of command,—to advance with 
regular step into action,—the only difference betwixt them and 
the men we speak of would be that the former would be the 
better soldiers of the two, Their equals in intelligence, 
honour, and good fecling—for both are equally destitute of 
those attributes—they would excel them in brute courage, 
strength, and ferocity. , - 

But the idea of men not belonging to this class, neither bru- 
talized by ignorance, by the passive obedience of a hireling 
soldiery, nor infuriated by the hour of battle, decreeing to a 
woman the base and ignominious punishment of the lash, is so 
intentional a piece of villany, so deliberate an act of brutal 
cowardice, that our first inclination is to treat the rumour which 
affirms it as an infamous falsehood, Yet in an Austrian paper, 
published in the capital on the Ist instant, we find the record 
of this fact. A court-martial at Presburg had condemned a 
married lady to be flogged on charge of entertaining corre- 
spondence with the Hungarians, and this punishment she has 
undergone! * If the statement is a truth, how much injury 
will the court-martial have done its Government—how much 
will it have advanced the cause of the Magyar at the expense 
of Austrian honour and respect ! 

But, take this circumstance as a test of the martial spirit in 
Austria, and can we wonder at the instability of that empire ? 
We goa great way when we suppose, in any particular army, 
the sort of men whom we have indicated above, though history 
is, to some extent, our sanction, since what has been may be 
again, But courts-murtisi are not made up of the dregs of an 
army. ‘The highest officers compose it; and, unless the rule 
was reversed for the especial punishment of the unhappy lady 
in question, we are driven to the conclusion that to flog a 
woman is by no means repulsive to the honour and bravery of 
an Austrian officer. If this be so, we no longer wonder at the 
defeats which the Imperial army has suffered at the hands of 
the unproyided but manly Hungarians. 

To pass from the Austrian army to Austrian society, we are 
glad to find that the sentence of the court-martial has excited 
the utmost discontent even amongst the friends of Govern- 
ment. The faet that the sentence was pronounced in pursuance 
of Austrian law, and was not a dictatorial act, aggravates the 
cruelty and disgracefulness of its punishment. Nor can we 
doubt that, with friends and enemies, the enforcement of such

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a law will long be quoted with regret on the one hand and 
triumph on the other, since the stain is one which can only be 
obliterated by time. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, the Defects in Leases Bill 
was read a third time and passed. ‘I'he Earl of St. Germans pre- 
sented a petition from Mr. G, Gurney on the subject of his inven- 
tion for the ventilation of coal-mines, by which the lamentable 
explosions from fire-damp could be effectively prevented. The 
Marquis of Lansdowne considered the invention of Mr. Gurney a 
valuable one, to the application of which he did not think there 
could be any objection. He thought it desirable that every pub- 
licity should be given to this discovery. Lord Campbell rose to 
move the second reading of the Incumbered Estates (Ireland) Bill. 
Lord Brougham, Lord Stanley, and Lord Monteagle urged on the 
noble and learned lord the propriety of postponing the second read- 
ing; but the bill was read a second time without division, Lord 
Campbell then agreed to refer the bill to a select committee. 

On Tuesday, in reply to Lord Beaumont, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe stated that this country had been no party to the expedition 
to Civita Vecchia, ‘he Navigation Bill, after some discussion and 
a division, was finally passed. 

On Thursday Lord Campbell, in reference to the objection raised 
by Mr. Smith O’Brien, that the Crown had not the power to com- 
mute sentence of death for transportation in cases of treason 
without the consent of the person sentenced, said that he thought 
the wise and dignified course would be to pass a declaratory law to 
remove any doubts that might exist on the subject. The bill to this 
effect was read a second time. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, on the motion for the 
third reading of the Parliamentary Oaths (the Jews’) Bill, Mr. 
Law opposed it, and moved as an amendment that the bill be read 
a third time that day six months. Mr, P. Wood, Mr. Plumptre, 
and Lord John Russell shortly addressed the House, and a division 
then took place. For the third reading, 272; against it, 206: 
majority for the bill, 66. The bill was then read a third time and 
passed, amidst loud cheers from the Opposition at the small majority 
by which it left the House. 

On Tuesday Mr. Cobden moved an address to her Majesty, pray- 
ing that she will be pleased to direct her Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs to enter into communication with foreign 
powers, inviting them to concur in peace arbitrement, &c. Lord 
Palmerston attached the greatest importance to the maintenance 
of peace, and held war in abhorrence; but he thought it would be 
dangerous for foreign nations to belicye that Englishmen were so 
devoted to peace that they would be driven to war by no provoca- 
tion, Such an impression abroad would infallibly lead to aggres- 
sion, The effect of a division was that the question was not put, 
and therefore no decision was taken on the motion. 

On Wednesday Mr. Hume, ina speech of details as to the increase 
of county expenditure, and the necessity of its being placed under 
proper and efficient control, moved the second reading of the bill 
for the establishment of county financial boards. After some dis- 
cussion, the House adjourncd at six o’clock, 

On Thursday Mr. Disraeli inquired of her Majesty’s Government 
as to the probable progress of public business for the remainder o 
the session. 


LADY FRANKLIN.—THE MISSING EXPEDITION, 
One of the most interesting documents of the day has just appeared 
in a letter from Lady Franklin to the President of the United States. 
After giving the particulars of the expedition, and those which have 
succeeded it, Lady Franklin says :— 

‘‘T have entered into these details with a view of proving that, 
though the British Government has not forgotten the duty it owes 
to the brave men whom it has sent on a perilous service, and has 
spent a very large sum in providing the means for their rescue, yet 
that, owing to various causes, the means actually in operation for 
this purpose are quite inadequate to meet the extreme exigence of 
the case, For it must be remembered that the missing ships were 
victualled for three years only, and that nearly four years have now 
elapsed, so that the survivors of so many winters in the ice must be 
at the last extremity, and also it must be borne in mind that the 
channels by which the ships have attempted to force a passage to 
the westward, or which they may have been compelled by adverse 
circumstances to take, are very numerous and complicated, and 
that one or two ships cannot possibly in the course of the next short 
summer explore them all. 

“The Board of Admiralty, under the conviction of this fact, has 
been induced to offer a reward of £20,000 sterling to any ship or 
ships of any country, or to any exploring paity whatever, which 
shall render efficient assistance to the missing ships or their crews, 
or any portion of them. This announcement, which, even if the 
sum had been doubled or trebled, would have met with public 
approbation, comes, however, too late for our whalers, which had 
unfortunately sailed before it was issued, aud which, even if the 
news should overtake them at their fishing-grounds, are totally 
unfitted for any prolonged adventure, having only a few months’ 
provisions on board and ne additional clothing. 

“To the American whalers, both in the Atlantic and Pacific, I 
look with more hope as competitors for the prize, being well aware 
of their numbers and strength, their thorough equipment, and the 
bold spirit of adventure which animates their crews. But I ven- 
ture to look even beyond these. Iam not without hope that you 
will deem it not MAWOKLY of a great and kindred nation to take u 
the cause of humanity which I plead, in a national spirit, and thus 
generously make it your own. 

“T must here, in gratitude, adduce the example of the Imperial 
Russian Government, which (as I am led to hope by his Excellency 
the Russian Ambassador in London, who forwarded a memorial on 
the subject) will send out exploring parties this summer from the 
Asiatic coast of Behring’s Strait northward in search of the lost 
vessels. It would be a noble spectacle to the world if three great 
nations, possessed of the widest empires on the face of the globe, 
were thus to unite their efforts in the truly Christian work of saving 
their perishing fellow-men from destruction.” 

Further she says :— —. ‘ 

‘Tam not without some misgivings while I thus address you. 
The intense anxieties of a wife and of a daughter may have led me 
to press too earnestly on your notice the trial under which we are 
suffering (yet not we only, but hundreds of others), and to presume 
too much on the ayeD AL nich we are assured is felt beyond the 
limits of our own land. et, if you deem this to be the case, you 
will still find, I am sure, even in that personal intensity of feeling, 
an excuse for the fearlessness with which I have thrown myself on 
your generosity, and will pardon the homage I thus pay to your 
own high character and to that of the people over whom you have 
the distinction to preside. : i 

‘T have the honour to be, sir, with great respect, your obedient 
servant, - “ JANE FRANKLIN.”

For a time they succeeded, and the 
torrent of wretchedness and misery which filled our streets was 
truly alarming. Drunkenness prevailed on every hand. We at 
length, however, succeeded in securing the service of that talented 
advocate of the temperance cause, Mr. G. E. Lomax, of Manchester, 
who delivered two lectures, in the Townhall, to respectable and 
crowded audiences. The clear and forcible arguments adduced in 
favour of temperance principles, the gleam of light thrown upon the 
subject,—exposing many of the palpable deceptions practised in the 
manufacture of intoxicating drinks,—combined with the powerful 
appeal to professors of religion of all creeds, enjoining it upon them 
as an imperative duty to assist in moving along the temperance 
reformation, together elicited much of interest and excitement. 
Mr. Lomax also laboured with success in defeating the petty 
arguments made use of by moderate drinkers, drawn from various 
parts of the inspired volume (a long string of which were handed to 
him on the evening of his second lecture). Since that time meet- 
ings have been held and lectures delivered, our banners have been 
unfurled, and many recruits have joined our ranks, in all about 300. 
On Wednesday and Thursday, the 6th and 7th of June, Mr. Lomax 
again favoured us with a visit, and delivered two impressive lectures 
in the Townhall. The lectures were characterized, as on the 
preceding occasion, by his usual forcible and argumentative strain 
of reasoning, together with the clear and lucid illustrations of various 
parts of his subject, for which Mr. Lomax is so remarkable. The 
religious world also received a due share of his attention. He not 
unfrequently referred to the writings of some of our most worthy 
divines touching the subject, especially the works of the venerable 
Wesley, some extracts of which he read, which must have put many 
of his followers to the blush who still contiaue the use of these soul- 
destroying beverages. On the whole we are progressing favourably, 
and are anxiously looking forward to the ‘ good time coming.” I 
must not close without saying a word commendatory of the conduct 
of Mr. Smith, sub-contractor on the South-Western Railway, whose 
untiring exertions in support of the cause amongst the men under 
his supervision, and in the neighbourhood generally, is truly praise- 
worthy.—E. Smiru, Schoolmaster.

J. K. E. Hotmss, Esa.—A brief period since, the death 
of this much-beloved gentleman took place. He was suddenly 
drowned while salmon-fishing in the river Wye. The following 
is the inscription for a tablet to his memory in Doncaster Church:— 
‘Sacred to the memory of J. K. Egerton Holmes, eldest son of 
Colonel George Holmes, C.B., and Hlizabeth, his wife. He died 
June 16, 1848, aged 28 years, leaving, by his wife Matilda, third 
daughter of Arthur, tenth Viscount Valentia, an only daughter, 
Eleanor, born June 24, 1846. 

In joyous youth on Wye’s green verge he stood, 

And, in a moment, perished in the flood ; 

The fatal river, of the wealth it stole, 

Gave back the casket—gone the precious soul, 

Dread Lord of life! taught by thy blessed Son, 

A wife, a mother, say, ‘* Thy willbe done!” 

On them hath sorrow set an awful mark;

OsSBORNE-HOUSE STRUCK By LiGHTNinG. —A fearful 
thunder-storm, accompanied by deluging rain, took place at Cowes 
and neighbourhood yesterday week, which greatly alarmed the 
inhabitants, and did some considerable damage to shipping and 
buildings. The first discharge struck the foretopmast head of a 
new barque in the shipbuilding yard of Mr. Joseph White, at East 
Cowes, and which was just ready for hauling. The effects of it 
were that the head of the top and mast were shivered to splinters, 
and the truck and masthead hurled to some distance; the light- 
ning in its descent broke the lower masthead short off, and 
shivered out several pieces of the mast, passed over the spider- 
hoop, and, attracted probably by the metal in the cleats above the 
partners, split the mast below, tore up several planks of the deck 
in the neighbourhood of the partners, and split the combings. 
Providentially, although the shipwrights were at work at the time, 
no injury to them was sustained, Whilst this alarm was pre- 
vailing an express arrived at Cowes from Osborne to state that her 
Majesty’s palace had been struck and several persons injured 
thereby. Dr. Hoffmeister and Cass were speedily on their way 
through the storm to the palace; on arrival thereat they found some 
foundation for their summons, The lightning had struck the clock- 
tower, knocked off a piece of the cornice of the building, and broke 
several windows in the corridor. Three men were struck by the 
shock; the cap of one poor fellow, named Corney, was set in 
flames; he received the lightning at the back of the head, and was 
rendered insensible. Stimulants and every means possible to 
restore him were resorted to; but, although faint hopes are enter- 
tained of his recovery, he lies in a dangerous state. ‘The lightning 
also struck the cutter yacht of Andrew Corbett, Esq.; the Hebe, on 
the slip at Ratsey’s yard, Cowes harbour, striking the masthead, 
and in its descent rendering the interior of the spar like a bundle 
of laths; the fluid dispersed itself on reaching the spider-hoop of 
the mast just above the deck. One of the shipwrights who was 
at work forward had his plane knocked out of his hand, but for- 
tunately sustained no injury but what the alarm might naturally 
occasion. We have not heard that the trees or shrubs in the 
palace ground sustained any injury. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Hearriess Ropper.—On Saturday last James Hoadley, 
a railway timekeeper employed on the South-Eastern Railway, 
absconded with £100 with which he had been intrusted to pay his 
fellow-workmen, leaving seventy men and their wives and families 
without the means, for a lengthened period, of providing food. 


Darinc Burcuary.— Last week a most daring bur- 
glary was committed in the dwelling-house of Thomas Palmer, Esq., 
Jess-lane, Sedbergh. Three or four men, with blackened faces, it 
appeared, had effected an entrance through a small hole in the coal- 
cellar door. Mr. Palmer’s housekeeper, having seen a light beneath 
the door, proceeded to dress herself, but before she had completed 
this they broke open the door, and interrogated her as to where her 
master kept his money, plate, &c., to all of which questions she 
gave them no satisfactory answer. She having made an attempt to 
create an alarm, one of them seized her by the throat, and, after 
leaving one of the party armed with pistols to keep her quiet, the 
rest proceeded to ransack the house, which they did completely, by 
breaking every lock about the premises, and turning out the con- 
tents of every drawer, and regaling themselves with wine, &c. 
They offered no injury to the housekeeper, for, after asking her if 
she had any money, to which she replied in the affirmative, they 
made no attempt to obtain it, but threatened, if she gave any alarm 
Within an hour, they would assassinate her, They then shook 
hands with her and left the place. 


ExrEensive HovusepreakInG.— Information has been 
received by the authorities of Glasgow that Coltness-house, the seat 
of Henry Houldsworth, Esq., M.P., has been: broken into during 
the night-time, and valuable property carried away. It appears 
that the family were quite unaware of what had taken. place, 
During the period in which the inmates were buried in sleep, some 
thieves contrived to get access to the drawing-room by scaling the

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wall, They made their exit as quietly as they had entered, carrying 
with them a selection of the most valuable articles they could lay 
their hands on. Among the things taken away were a large Chinese 
mantelpiece clock, beautifully ornamented, and valued at from £16 
to £20; a rosewood writing-desk, mahogany ditto, massive silver 
candlestick, tortoiseshell inkstand, and a great many valuable 
standard works, in costly and elegant bindings. From the bulk 
and number of the articles carried away, it 1s evident that a large 
party had been at work. 


DEATH FROM Drownine at KeytHorPE. — Cov- 
RAGEOUS CoNDUCT or THE Hon. H. W. Witson. —An inquest 
was held at Tugby, before J. Gregory, Esq., coroner, on the body 
of Edgar Alexander, a lad about 14 years of age, and son of a 
gamekeeper in the employ of the Hon. H. W. Wilson. It appeared 
that the unfortunate lad asked three boys to go into a pond with 
him, but they refused, as they said there were some deep holes in 
it. The lads stood on the bank while deceased went in, and after 
a minute they missed him. He rose, but almost immediately sank 
again, when one of the boys ran and gave an alarm. Information 
was at once conveyed to the hall, when the honourable proprietor 
behaved in a most heroic and exemplary manner. This is best 
described by his own evidence given at the inquest, when Mr. 
Wilson, having been sworn, said:—‘‘I reside at Keythorpe-hall. 
On Sunday, about eleven o’clock in the morning, the footman gave 
an alarm that the boy Alexander had been wading, and was 
drowned. Iran down as quick as possible, and found the father 
and mother on the bank of the pond, with two or three others. 
Brown and Grint were searching the water with cromes, or shep- 
herd’s crooks, for the body. I inquired whereabouts he was seen 
last, how long he had been in, and in which direction they had 
been searching with the cromes. I then threw off my clothes and 
dived down to the bottom, but could not see for the thickness of 
the water. I instantly dropped my feet and felt the body. I 
caught hold of the crome in the hand of the man nearest to me and 
raised the lad up, and with the assistance of those on the bank the 
body was taken out, and I examined it both then and before it had 
been taken te the bank, but to all appearance it was lifeless, I 
ordered some of the party to run for blankets, and others to carry 
the body to the house. I had previously sent for a surgeon from 
Hallaton. We used the usual means to restore animation for 
about an hour, but there was not the slightest respiration or sign 
of life. After the surgeon came we tried again for another hour, 
but life was extinct.” The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental 
death,’”’ and wished unanimously to express their admiration of the 
courage and forethought evinced by the Hon. Mr. Wilson on the 
occasion. 

FouNDERING OF ANOTHER IrRIsH EMIGRANT SHIP, — 
Onr Hunprep Lives Lost. —It falls to our painful duty to 
announce the foundering of the ship Maria, from Limerick, in a 
field of ice, and the sacrifice of a vast amount of human life. The 
particulars contained in the advices of the Shocking event, as 
received from Quebec by the Canada (American) mail-steamer, 
state that the ship’s destruction took place at midnight, on the 
10th of May. The Maria, it appears, was an old vessel, manned 
by a crew of ten hands, including the master, Mr. Hesligeau. 
Whether she underwent the necessary inspection by the officers of 
the Emigrant Commission on her leaving Limerick has not as 
yet been ascertained. She sailed from that port on the 2nd of 
April last with 111 passengers. After twenty days’ sailing, severe 
weather was encountered, and a large field of ice sighted. The 
ship was hove to with a view of clearing the huge frozen mass. 
Unfortunately, however, the mancuvre had but little effect, for 
late that night, the 10th of May, she ran into a berg with terrific 
force. The whole of her bows were stove in, and the next moment 
the sea was rushing into the hold with the violence almost of a 
cataract. A piercing shriek was heard from below, but it was only 
for a few moments’ duration, as the ship went down almost imme- 
diately. It was the mate’s watch, who, with one seaman and a 
cabinboy, succeeded in saving three lives, by one of the. boats, 
which floated from the wreck as she foundered. About twenty of 
the passengers managed to reach the deck just before she went 
down, some of whom jumped on to the ice, while others clung to 
the floating spars. Nine only, however, could be preserved—six 
men, two women, and a boy, who had got on to the ice. Nothing 
was seen of the master or the rest of the crew. They all perished 
with the remainder of the passengers. Exposed in the boat to the 
most inclement weather, the helpless survivors remained the whole 
of the following day. Eventually a barque, named the Roslin 
Castle, and the Falcon, a brig, approached and took them on board. 


Fire rn THE KinGsLanp-roap.—On Tuesday morning, 
shortly before two o’clock, a fire broke out on the premises belong- 
ing to Messrs. J. and E. Longhurst, sheet zinc manufacturers, 154, 
Kingsland-road. ‘The premises, which were of great extent, were 
stored with goods of considerable value, and were completely 
destroyed.

Frigutrrun DestiTruTION AND Disease.—The Castle- 
bar Telegraph gives the following recital of horrors observed by 
one of their correspondents in the Vicinity of that place :— A 
gentleman of this town visiting the village of Burrin and the 
adjoining villages, between Burrin and the parish of Turlough, 
within an hour’s walk of Castlebar, describes the condition of the 
villagers as most horrible to contemplate. In one cabin he walked 
into he found three dead bodies—one lying dead six days, another 
three days, and the third one day—and a fourth one found dying! 
The dead were the victims of fever and want of sufficient nourish- 
ment; while the dying—a child—was suffering from diarrhea, or, 
as some would have it, cholera. In another house he found a 
woman apparently dying, to whom he administered some reviving 
cordial, with which he was luckily supplied. The poor creature 
lay stretched on the bog-floor of her cabin without bed-covering, 
not being blessed with such, nor even any straw to keep her 
emaciated limbs from the damp floor. He offered to provide a con- 
veyance to take her to town to get medical attendance, but she 
dectined the offer, saying ‘she knew she was dying, and that she 
preferred breathing her last in her little hut, which would be tum- 
bled the instant she left it.’ She died the same evening. Weare 
reluctant in calling attention to the many sickening records of death 
which daily occur around us from perfect destitution, nakedness, 
and hunger.”

The town and castle 
iven by the Conqueror to Robert, Earl of 
ormandy, his brother by the mother’s side, who was 
Cornwall in the succeeding reign. He was suc- 
ceeded in his possessions by William, Earl of Morton and Corn- 
wall, who, on being refused the earldom of Kent, entered into a 
rebellion ; whereupon the King seized upon this town and castle, 
and gave them to Gilbert de Aquila, with all the land thereunto 
belonging. In the lifetime of his immediate successor, this town 
and castle reverted to the Crown; and after divers changes they, by 
gift from King Henry II., became the property of Richard de 
Aquila, whose posterity enjoyed them quietly till the reign of 
Henry III., when Gilbert de Aquila, by disorderly conduct, made 
himself obnoxious to the King, who seized upon all his estates. 
This honour, in the nineteenth year of his reign, the King eke 
n the 
twenty-fifth year of his reign he gave the honour to Peter de Savoy, 
uncle to his Queen, and afterwards granted him the inheritance 
Before the reign 
of James I., this castle was a part of the possessions of the duchy 
of Lancaster; for James, by his letters patent under the seal of 
that duchy dated the 18th of June, granted to Edward, Earl of 
Dorset, the castle of Pevensey and portreve of Pevensey, to hold 
the same during his life. For a considerable length of time this 
castle had been held by the Pelham family, under a lease from the 
duchy of Lancaster, till some years since his Grace the Duke of 
Newcastle gave it up to the Earl of Wilmington, on his being 
created Baron Pevensey. It now belongs to the Northampton

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
Social Distinction, Part XXIV. By Mrs. Ellis. Tallis 
and Co. 
The great excellence of this novel, as we have, cre this, 


remarked, is the rigid truth of its characters—their variety and 
strong marking—and the gems of good sense and practical 


poetry which le strewn along their path. Philosophy, taught 
by example, is not a truer definition of history than philosophy 
taught by imaginary example is of such a fiction as this. ‘The 
Ashleys and the Stauntons, with their friends, are no mere 
creatures of Mrs, Ellis’s fancy. They have their prototypes in 
nature, of whom they remind us, and we learn from them 
imprudences or virtues which, in the closer enjoyment of life, 
pass by us unobserved. 

It is a great beauty of this book, too, that it is deformed by 
no sickly sentimentalism. We are never repelled by a morbid 
affection, or any affectation of sympathy. Nature, here, is 
robust and honest, as it ought to be, and is, when left to itself, 
while the interpretations of inanimate nature are congenial 
with the kindest and healthiest sentiments of our minds and 
hearts, Take the following passage :— 

“‘ Nothing could be more congenial than the repose and seclusion 
of Hatherstone, now wrapped in autumnal shades; sometimes on 
a more than usually fine morning, with the sunlight dancing 
amongst the many-coloured leaves, reviving for a few hours the 
brilliance of their hues, and calling back to life the gorgeous tint- 
ing of a thousand flowers yet clinging to their stalks and refusing 
to bow down before the blast. Indeed, blast there had been none 
as yet to mar the exquisite beauty of the garden, only still rains, 
and days of cloud and shadow, like the slumber of a peaceful death ;

When we talk of the first soldier, 
we refer to the world of active soldiers, and we exclude the far 
greater warrior, Soult, whose age fully explains and justifies his 
acknowledged retirement. 


The Stowe manuscripts have been purchased by the Earl 
of Ashburnham. The manuscripts had been “‘lotted,” and the 
catalogue printed, preparatory to their disposal by auction, at

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THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The gathering of the fleet having been now completed, and 
the stores for the voyage conveyed on board the respective 
vessels, nothing was wanting for the departure but a favour- 
able gale. After several mischances the ships sailed to the 
Somme, and anchored near port St. Valeri. Contrary winds 
detained them at this place for nearly a month. 

The invasion had never been popular with the duke’s subjects, 
and every unfortunate occurrence and delay served to increase 
their unwillingness for the expedition. While thus windbound, 
the common soldiers began to murmur, ‘‘This man must be 
mad,’’ they said, ‘to persist in going to conquer a foreign 
country, since God, who withholds the wind, opposes him. 
We remember that his father, who was surnamed Robert le 
Diable, purposed something of the kind, and was in like 
manner frustrated in his attempts. It is the fate of the family 
to aspire to things beyond their power, and to find God their 
adversary.” 

William was greatly annoyed at the rising disaffection, and, 
calling a council of the chiefs who were most attached to his 
cause, asked what was to be done. The superstitious feeling 
in connection with the reliques of holy men we have before 
noticed, at the time when Harold took his celebrated oath to 
William ; it was resolved to take advantage of this weakness, 
and to make it of use in quieting the discontent of the soldiery. 

At a convent near the little town off which the fleet was 
lying were kept with reverential care the remains of the patron 
saint who gave the name to the port. The head of the con- 
vent was supplicated to permit the shrine which contained 
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WILLIAM EMBARKING, 


the bones of St. Valeri to be brought out for the inspection of 
the soldiers, that they might invoke the saint to bestow a 
favourable wind, and make their offerings. As the monks of 
St. Valeri were sure to be gainers by complying with this 
request, permission was given. The shrine was conveyed 
from the convent with great solemnity, and placed on a carpet 
in a conspicuous spot, and all were invited to pay respect to 
so valued a treasure; the pious to offer their prayers; the 
charitable to make their offerings. The success of this expe- 
dient outweighed their greatest expectations. The discon- 
tented soldiers, the faint-hearted among the nobles, hastened 
to the sacred depository, and for three days they wearied the 
saint with prayers, and overwhelmed his relique with offerings. 
So numerous were the latter, that the Norman chronicler 
informs us the shrine was half buried in the heaps of gold, 
silver, and precious things which were presented by the crowds 
of yotaries who visited it, for no one, we know, would come 
empty handed. 

During the delay, according to some historians, his Duchess 
Matilda arrived with a splendid vessel, which she herself had 
caused to be built, and adorned with the greatest magnificence, 
as a suitable present for her husband, It seemed as if the wind 
had only delayed a change till the arrival of this auspicious 
gift, for scarcely had the acclamations with which it was 
greeted died away, when the long-desired breeze sprang up, 
‘‘and a joyful clamour,” says Malmsbury, “then arising, 
summoned every one to the ships.”

Those having brown or 
grey grounds, with wreaths of pink roses and green 
foliage, are most prevalent. These dresses are made 
with a great number of flounces, which are some- 
times put on spirally, that is to say, the flouncing 
is in one connected piece, which commences at one 
side of the skirt, and, after being carried round as 
often as may be desired, ends at the side opposite 
to that at which it was begun. But this style is 
more properly adapted to robes of crape or other 
light materials destined to be worn in tull evening 
dress. 

Dresses of taffety or barége frequently have cor- 
sages sloped to a point in front of the bosom in the 
form of the letter V, the open part being confined by 
three horizontal bands with bows of ribbon in front: 
Under these corsages are worn fichu chemisettes richly 
ornamented with insertion, or with rows of very 
narrow lace or edging. The under-sleeves should 
correspond with the trimming of the chemisette. The 
sleeves of the dress should be wide at the ends, and 
sloped in the pagoda form. 

At the present season of sunshiny weather and gay 
outdoor amusements our fair readers, both in town 
and country, are naturally desirous to be made ac- 
quainted with the novelties adapted to the carriage 
drive, the equestrian ride, or the promenade. The 
following are descriptions of a few of the most ad- 
mired costumes worn by Parisian ladies of rank 
and fashion at the races recently held at the Champ 
de Mars.

The Marquise de B — wore a robe of pale green glacé silk ; 
the skirt trimmed with two rows of broad black Jace, The 
corsage, which was high, with revers trimmed with black 
lace, opened in front of the bosom, displaying a chemisette 
ornamented with exquisite needlework. ‘The sleeves were 
tight at the upper part of the arm, and rather wide at the 
lower part, with cuffs of worked muslin corresponding with 
the chemisette.

We cannot enumerate all the prizes, but were glad to see several 
LADIES receiving their reward of merit. : 

It will be recollected by many of our readers that we noticed, at 
the late exhibition of the society, the efforts of Miss Stanley 
(daughter of the Bishop of Norwich) to establish schools for 
instructing the children of the poor in the manufacture of lace in 
Norwich ; these efforts, as we expected, have been crowned with 
success. The lady has receiyed the society’s honorary testimonial, 
and £5 to be distributed among the children of her school. Mrs. 
Maclouchlen has received the silver Isis medal for her specimens of 
needlework. Miss Catherine March has been presented with the 
society’s silver Isis medal and £2, for her series of original 
drawings of wild flowers from nature ; Miss Sophia Sinnett 
received a prize of books for her original drawing of the head of a 
child from nature; and Miss Elizabeth Dear a similar prize for 
aset of four drawings of parts of the human skeleton. Messrs. 
Jennens and Bettridge, Mr. Simpson, and many others, have 
received, as they deserved, the rewards of the society.

LAW AND POLICE. 


CENTRAL CRIMINAL CourT.—The above court resumed its sittings on 
Monday morning, before the Lord Mayor, the Recorder, Aldermen Lawrence, 
Carden, and Sidney, &c. The Recorder, in charging the grand jury, said 
that the calendar at present contained the names of 200 prisoners, and that 
number would probably be very considerably increased by fresh committals 
before their labours were concluded. Many of the cases, he said, were of a 
very serious character, but the facts did not appear to involve any legal diffi- 
culty. 


BAD FATHERS. 

At Guildhall, a youug girl, aged 13, named Mary Fenny, was charged with 
stealing a coat and shirt belonging to her parent, and Catherine M'Gavin, a 
married woman, was likewise charged as being the receiver.—Edward Fenny, 
a stupid-looking man, of 7, Willows-court, Blackley-street, said the week 
before last his daughter robbed him of a shirt and coat. He asked her 
where they were, and she told him that she was obliged to put them some- 
where to get * meat to eat.”—Alderman Carden: Are you a good parent to 
her ?—Fenny (sullenly): If I had meat for her she should have it, but I have 
been out of work so long.—Alderman Carden: Have you often left her with- 
out food ?—Fenny : I have sometimes, and been without myself.—Alderman 
Carden: Then I don’t wonder that she used your clothes to procure some- 
thing to eat. Have you a wife?—Fenny: I have, but sbe is out of her mind, 
and has been so for the last eighteen months, I have one other child in ser- 
vice,—Alderman Carden: This is the first time you have had to complain of 
your daughter ?—Fenny: It is, although she did the same thing some months 
back while I was in the hospital.—Alderman Carden: And for the same pur- 
pose ?—Fenny: Yes; I don’t find fault with her for that, but she had no right 
to do so without my sanction.—The daughter, a good and innocent looking 
girl, who cried bitterly, declared that her father often left her days and days 
without food, and she would have starved had it not been for the kindness 
of Mrs. M‘Gavin.—Mrs. M‘Gavin said that for the last three weeks she had 
kept the girl, who was most grossly neglected by her father. With respect 
to the coat and shirt, the girl said she had been to pledge them for 6d., and 
had purchased some pudding and potatoes. She had for some time been 
employing her at the rate of ls. 64. per week, but could not now afford it.— 
Alderman Carden, addressing the prosecutor, said he was not worthy the 
name of father. The woinan in the dock had acted towards her more as a 


| mother than he had done as a parent.—Prosecutor, with great indifference: 


You are quite right.—Alderman Carden: Why, you are a disgrace to the 
name of parent, and ought.to be where your child is.—Prosecutor: She had 
no right to touch my things.—The girl here declared that her father some- 
times left her for weeks without food.—Alderman Carden said he should dis- 
charge both of them, but the child should go to Cripplegate parish, when the 
officers would compel the prosecutor to support her. 


At Marylebone a young woman named Elizabeth Stewart, a servant out of 
place, was brought before Mr. Broughton, charged under the following dis- 
tressing circumstance with having attempted to terminate her existence by 
drowning.—Police-constable 302 D deposed that, about five o’clock on Mon- 
day afternoon, he heard a splash in the Regent’s Canal near Gloucester-gate, 
and immediately afterwards he saw the prisoner’s head rise up above the 
water; she screamed out, ‘‘ Oh, my mother.”? Witness ran off as fast as he 
could for the drags, and on his return he found that she (prisoner) had been 
drawn out by two men. She was removed in a state of insensibility to the 
York and Albany Hotel, and as soon as she was able to articulate she ex- 
pressed her regret that any one had interfered to prevent her from carrying 
her intention into effect, as she was in very great distress, and had not par- 
taken of any food since Saturday morning.—The surgeon who attended her 
said that, when he was called in to see her at the hotel, she was in strong 
convulsions, and if assistance had been a few minutes longer delayed she 
must have ceased to exist. It was only by dint of great care and exertion 
that she was restored.—In reply to the magistrate, the prisoner said she was 
very unhappy in consequence of her having been for some time out of a situa- 
tion, and she was still sorry that any one had taken her out of the canal.— 
The aunt (a respectable-looking woman) here stepped forward, and stated 
that the poor girl had long been cruelly neglected and ill used by her father, 
a master brushmaker, living in Primrose-street, City, and employing seven or 
eight men. Witness’s son had called upon him and informed him that his 
daughter had nearly deprived herself of life, when he told him that if she 
was lying in the gutter in a parching condition, for want of a drop of water, 
he would not give it to her!!—Mr. Broughton remarked in strong terms 
upon the cruel and most unnatural observation alleged to have been made 
by the parent; and he was of opinion that, as the prisoner was still labouring 
under very strongly excited feelings, the best course would be to send her to 
the House of Detention for the present, where she would be taken care of and 
properly looked to; and it was directed that she should be brought up again 
next Monday. 

ROBBERIES IN CHURCHES. 

At Lambeth, dnna Goodwell, a genteelly-dressed girl of 15 years of age, 
was placed at the felons’ bar before Mr. Norton, on a charge of committing 
two different robberies in the new Roman Catholic Church, St. George’s- 
fields, on the preceding day. From the evidence it appeared that during 
the afternoon service the pocket of a female had been picked of three half- 
crowns, and immediately preceding the discovery of the robbery the prisoner 
was seen to hurry out of the sacred edifice. At the evening service, in the 
same church, a second female was robbed of six or seven shillings; and on 
this occasion the prisoner, who was observed to shuffle amongst the con- 
gregation and endeavour to get away from the spot, was secured; and, upon 
being searched, 10s. 4d. were found upon her person.—The prisoner, whose 
neat and innocent appearance was such as to remove all suspicion of her 
dishonesty, denied her guilt in the last case, and declared she had not been 
to the chapel at all in the afternoon, ‘'he money found on her, she said, 
belonged to herself and her sisters, and had been saved up, she stated, for a 
day’s amusement at Hampton-court.—Two of the prisoner’s sisters were 
called, and swore hard to get her acquitted; but, both haying been ordered 
out of court while the prisoner was making her statement, they contradicted 
each other in several important points.—The female who had first been 
robbed was then recalled, and swore positively that, for some time previously 
to her discovering her loss, the prisoner was by her side.—A second female 
also as positively swore that, a moment or two before she heard the last 
witness had been robbed, she saw the prisoner making for the door ina 
hurried manner.—After this the prisoner confessed her guilt in both cases; 
but, as other robberies have recently been committed in the same church, 
she was remanded until to-day, 


The next prisoner placed in the felons’ dock was Joseph Fletcher, a well- 
dressed youth, whose family were said to be of the highest respectability, 
but who, as it will be seen, from his boyhood has indulged in a course of 
daring crime. The prosecutor in the present case isa gentleman named 
Cook, who stated that he attended the morning.service at St. Peter’s Church, 
Walworth-road, and on leaving the church, at the conclusion of the service, 
he felt a twitch at his pocket, and discovered that his handkerchief, which 
he had used not a moment before, was gone. Observing the prisoner 
endeavour to shuffle among the members of the congregation coming out of 
the church, he at once suspected him, and, laying hold of his collar, 
challenged him with the robbery. The prisoner, finding there was no 
chance for escape, took the handkerchief out of his hat, said he had picked 
it up, and hoped he would not give him into custody. He (Mr. Cook), 
however, held him untila policeman came up, and gave him into custody. 
‘The witness added that the prisoner must have seen him use his handker- 
chief, as he had been in the same pew with him during the service.— 
Sergeant Quennear, 1 P, said he was present at the assizes at Kingston, 
when the prisoner was found guilty of felony, and, a former conyiction haying

Pontiff from Rome, had upon all occasions when it saw a fit 
opportunity offered suggestions as to the prospect of the re- 
establishment by legal negotiation of the authority of the Pope 
in Rome, and had expressed its opinion on that subject, not 
unqualified, though connected with the restoration of the 
Pope’s due authority, upon terms and conditions which would 
ensure the permanence of that authority, in conformity with 
the wishes of his people.” 

Now, looking at the question with all impartiality, it does 
appear to us that the will of the people of the entire Roman 
state was fairly represented in the general election which 
returned their present Chamber. At that time there existed 
no foreign force in Rome or in the state. Garibaldi’s irregular 
troop was in Lombardy; and the volunteer Roman bands, com- 
posed of the refuse of the populace, who flocked to the Lombard 
war in 1848, had not yet returned to the city: so that, in fact, 
coercion was wholly out of the question, Nay, more, it was 
then and is still believed in Rome that the carabinieri and 
dragoons, who form together by far the most effective and, 
even numerically, important part of the little regular army of 
the state, were decidedly in favour of the Papal or moderate 
party. The election was, therefore, not only free, all chance 
of coercion was not only removed, but the armed power was 
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dreaded, and believed to be politically disposed against the 
‘*constituente.”’ 

The accounts of the operations haye been singularly devoid 
of details, and, in many respects, contradictory. . It would 
seem that on the morning of the 31st ult. the French struck 
their tents at Acqua Trayersa, on the Florence road, and 
transported that camp to the heights of Monte Mario, there to 
enjoy a purer air and a more commanding position. They 
then occupied the Church of St. Paul, beyond the walls, and 
fortified an eminence in the Vigna Salviucci; reinforcements 
arrived, and heavy artillery was brought up from Civita 
Vecchia. Passing over some unimportant movements at the 
Villa Pampli, we come to the latest news from Rome con- 
tained in the following official despatches read in the Legis- 
lative Assembly of France on Tuesday evening :— 

“‘ Head-quarters, Villa Santucci, June 5, seven p.m. 

“ The opening of the trenches took place this evening at six 
o’clock. At five o’clock in the morning two besieging batteries 
opened their fire. The enemy, occupied by a serious diversion 
which I had ordered on the side of the villas Corsini and Valen- 
tini, did not fire a single shot on our workmen. During the day 
its fire on this side was well xene up, but without causingrus an 
loss. The 53rd Regiment of the Line, which landed three days 
since, arrived here yesterday, and immediately took part in the 
service. The Ponte Molle is entirely established, and carriages 
can pass over it. In the mines 150 kilogrammes of powder were 
found prepared to blow it up.” 

“ June 6, 3.30 a.m. 
“‘ The night has passed off tranquilly. The works at the trenches 
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are carried on with activity. Last night new batteries were con- 
structed. Unceasing exertions are being made to consolidate the 
defence of San Pancrazio and the villas of Corsini and Valentini.” 
Thus it is evident that, so far from the French having occu- 
ied Rome, they were as far from doing so as ever, It is 
expected that a fortnight will elapse before they can enter.

I regret to say that never did I observe a shadow more ominous 
thanithat which appears to have occupied republican Paris within 
the last few days. ‘The death of Marshal Bugeaud, the prevalence 
of the cholera, and the disheartening accounts from that mysterious 
and, indeed, unaccountable expedition under Oudinot to Rome, 
have first paralyzed this yudymentiless race, and then inflamed them 
with a desire for fresh changes in the state of things. God knows 
how it will all end—but I fear very badly. Rollin appears to be 
ripe for anything, and halloos on his hounds of the Mountain in the 
true sanguinary Socialist fashion. The papers, too, have been more 
daringly anarchical than ever—and, though “ seized,’’ will not be 
silenced ! 

The sitting of the Legislative Chamber yesterday was re- 
sumed at half-past five o’clock, when M, Grandin, interrupting 
the proceedings, ascended the tribune, and alluding to certain pro- 
clamations which, he said, had been issued by the democratic 
party, stigmatized them as being provocations to civil war; he 
called on the members of the Left to give explanations on the point, 
and at the same time inquired what steps the Government had taken 
to guard against such events as might occur in consequence, M. 
Dufaure declared that every precaution had been, taken to ensure 
public tranquillity.

But, .without looking too narrowly into the motives which 
render a speculation of this kind capable of success, we rejoice 
that there is some means of extracting a tardy tribute of justice 
from the public to their oldest friends and instructors, on 
whose early lessons they trade in mature years, without re- 
membering the diligence which watched over their instruction, 
or thinking of the poverty with which its declining years may 
be oppressed. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday last a fancy sale was held in 
the grounds of the Aged Asylum of the Governessrs’ BrNEYO- 
LENT Institution, from which the promoters of this society 
derived the comparatively small sum of £1000. Taking 
weather and other influences into consideration, this is not so 
meagre a result as at first sight it appears. It is but half, 
instead of being double, what the proceeds were from a similar 
effort made last year; but still it suffices to show that public 
feeling is not dead upon this subject. Her Magzsry, always 
sympathizing with a just or benevolent movement, stimulated 
the proceedings of the day by forwarding her subscription to 
the amount of £50; so that, upon the whole, though the 
result may not be suflicient to justify much congratulation, it 
forbids anything like despondency. 

To the Ladies who lent the influence of their rank, beauty, 
and talents in furtherance of the day’s object, it would be 
worse than ungrateful were we to omit, or stint, the thanks 
which all well-wishers of the institution owe them.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, 
was read a third time and passed, ‘The Earl of St. Germans pre- 
sented a petition from Mr. G. Gurney on the subject of his inyen- 
tion for the ventilation of coal-mines, by which the lamentable 
explosions from fire-damp could be effectively prevented. The 
Marquis of Lansdowne considered the invention of Mr. Gurney a 
valuable one, to the application of which he did not think there 
could be any objection. He thought it desirable that every pub- 
licity should be given to this discovery, Lord Campbell rose to 
move the second reading of the Incumbered Estates (Ireland) Bill. 
Lord Brougham, Lord Stanley, and Lord Monteagle urged on the 
noble and learned lord the propriety of postponing the second read- 
ing; but the bill was read a second time without division. Lord 
Campbell then agreed to refer the bill to a select committee. 

On Tuesday, in reply to Lord Beaumont, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe stated that this country had been no party to the expedition 
to Civita Vecchia, The Navigation Bill, after some discussion and 
a division, was finally passed. 

On Thursday Lord Campbell, in reference to the objection raised 
by Mr. Smith O’Brien, that the Crown had not the power to com- 
mute sentence of death for transportation in cases of treason 
without the consent of the person sentenced, said that he thought 
the wise and dignified course would be to pass a declaratory law to 
remove any doubts that might exist on the subject. The bill to this 
effect was read a second time, 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, on the motion for the 
third reading of the Parliamentary Oaths (the Jews’) Bill, Mr. 
Law opposed it, and moved as an amendment that the bill be read 
a third time that day six months. Mr, P. Wood, Mr. Plumptre, 
and Lord John Russell shortly addressed the House, and a division 
then took place. For the third reading, 272; against it, 206: 
majority for the bill, 66. The bill was then read a third time and 
passed, amidst loud cheers from the Opposition at the small majority 
by which it left the House. 

On Tuesday Mr. Cobden moved an address to her Majesty, pray- 
ing that she will be pleased to direct her Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs to enter into communication with foreign 
powers, inviting them to concur in peace arbitrement, &c. Lord 
Palmerston attached the greatest importance to the maintenance 
of peace, and held war in abhorrence; but he thought it would be 
dangerous for foreign nations to belicve that Englishmen were so 
devoted to peace that they would be driven to war by no provoca- 
tion, Such an impression abroad would infallibly lead to aggres- 
sion, ‘The effect of a divisiom was that the question was not put, 
and therefore no decision was taken on the motion. 

On Wednesday Mr. Hume, ina specch of details as to the increase 
of county expenditure, and the necessity of its being placed under 
proper and efficient control, moved the second reading of the bill 
for the establishment of county financial boards. After some dis- 
cussion, the House adjourned at six o’clock, 

On Thursday Mr. Disraeli inquired of her Majesty’s Government 
as to the probable progress of public business for the remainder o 
the session. -

A LADY FLOGGED AT PRESBURG. 

TuereE have been, and it must be feared there will again be, 
occasions when men, giving themselves up to the brutality of 
their natures, will renounce every law of honour and humanity, 
and become depredators of what they ought to protect. The 
son who has been nourished by the solicitude of a mother, the 
husband who has shared the affection of a wife, the brother 
who has found a generous advocate in his sister, will forget, 
on such occasions, the home reminiscences which ought to be 
a pledge for their honourable treatment of every woman; and 
in the hour of delirious victory will play a part in those revels 
which consummate the horrors of war. But these are the 
worst sort of men: those whom affection has not softened; for 
whom virtue has never had attractions; whose natures have 
not responded to a manly suggestion ; who have lived for life, 
as a beast does, which desists from slaughter only when it is 
gorged to repletion; who destroy without remorse, because 
they have no fecling for anything but self. If wild beasts could 
be brought to obey the word of command,—to advance with 
regular step into action,—the only difference betwixt them and 
the men we speak of would be that the former would be the 
better soldiers of the two, Their equals in intelligence, 
honour, and good feeling—for both are equally destitute of 
those attributes—they would excel them in brute courage, 
strength, and ferocity. 

But the idea of men not belonging to this class, neither bru- 
talized by ignorance, by the passive obedience of a hireling 
soldiery, nor infuriated by the hour of battle, decreeing to a 
woman the base and ignominious punishment of the lash, is so 
intentional a piece of villany, so deliberate an act of brutal 
cowardice, that our first inclination is to treat the rumour which 
affirms it as an infamous falsehood, Yet in an Austrian paper, 
published in the capital on the Ist instant, we find the record 
of this fact. A court-martial at Presburg had condemned 4 
married lady to be flogged on charge of entertaining corre- 
spondence with the Hungarians, and this punishment she has 
undergone! * If the statement is a truth, how much injury 
will the court-martial have done its Government—how much 
will it have advanced the cause of the Magyar at the expense 
of Austrian honour and respect ! 

But, take this circumstance as a test of the martial spirit in 
Austria, and can we wonder at the instability of that empire ? 
We goa great way when we suppose, in any particular army, 
the sort of men whom we have indicated above, though history 
is, to some extent, our sanction, since what has been may be 
again, But courts-martial are not made up of the dregs of an 
army. The highest officers compose it; and, unless the rule 
was reversed for the especial punishment of the unhappy lady 


LADY FRANKLIN.—THE MISSING EXPEDITION. 
One of the most interesting documents of the day has just appeared 
in a letter from Lady Franklin to the President of the United States. 
After giving the particulars of the expedition, and those which have 
succeeded it, Lady Franklin says :— 

‘T have entered into these details with a view of proving that, 
though nt British Government has not forgotten the duty it owes 
to the brave men whom it has sent on a perilous service, and has 
spent a very large sum in providing the means for their rescue, yet 
that, owing to various causes, the means actually in operation for 
this purpose are quite inadequate to meet the extreme exigence of 
the case. For it must be remembered that the missing ships were 
victualled for three years only, and that nearly four years have now 
elapsed, so that the survivors of so many winters in the ice must be 
at the last extremity, and also it must be borne in mind that the 
channels by which the ships have attempted to force a passage to 
the westward, or which they may have been compelled by adverse 
circumstances to take, are very numerous and complicated, and 
that one or two ships cannot possibly in the course of the next short 
summer explore them all. 

“The Board of Admiralty, under the conviction of this fact, has 
been induced to offer a reward of £20,000 sterling to any ship or 
ships of any country, or to any exploring party whatever, which 
shall render efficient assistance to the missing ships or their crews, 
or any portion of them. This announcement, which, even if the 
sum had been doubled or trebled, would have met with ublic 
approbation, comes, however, too late for our whalers, which had 
unfortunately sailed before it was issued, aud which, even if the 
news should overtake them at their fishing-grounds, are totall 
unfitted for any prolonged adventure, having only a few months’ 
provisions on board and no additional clothing. 

‘To the American whalers, both in the Atlantic and Pacific, I 
look with more hope as competitors for the prize, being well aware 
of their numbers and strength, their thorough equipment, and the 
bold spirit of adventure which animates their crews. But I ven- 
ture to look even beyond these. Iam not without hope that you 
will deem it not unworthy of a great and kindred nation to take up 
the cause of humanity which I plead, in a national spirit, and thus 
generously make it your own. 

‘‘T must here, in gratitude, adduce the example of the Imperial 
Russian Government, which (as I am led to hope by his Excellency 
the Russian Ambassador in London, who forwarded 2 memorial on 
the subject) will send out exploring parties this summer from the 
Asiatic coast of Behring’s Strait northward in search of the lost 
vessels. It would be a noble spectacle to the world if three great 
nations, possessed of the widest empires on the face of the globe, 
were thus to unite their efforts in the truly Christian work of saving 
their perishing fellow-men from destruction.” 

Further she says :— : 

‘“*T am not without some misgivings while I thus address you. 
The intense anxieties of a wife and of a daughter may have led me 
to press too earnestly on your notice the trial under which we are 
suffering (yet not we only, but hundreds of others), and to presume 
too much on the sympathy which we are assured is felt beyond the

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Paris.—The death of MARSHAL BucEAvD, from cholera, has 
caused a feeling of general and deep regret. His remains were 
taken to the Invalides on Tuesday evening. They were followed 
by his family and friends, They were received at the entrance by 
General Petit, and military honours were given. The body has 
been placed en chapelle ardente, where it will remain till the funeral 
takes place. 

ITaAty.—ANcona.—The Austrians attacked Ancona vigorously 
on the 28th, both by sea and land, but hitherto the cannon of the 
city has had the advantage. The besieging force is stated to amount 
to 12,000 men. 

Prussta.—Granp Ducuy oF Posen. — The police have dis- 
covered in the circle of Czarnikoff a conspiracy, which is very 
widely spread. On the estate of M. Von Dipske, of Ludorn, they 
have seized a great quantity of arms, powder, and lead. The 
proprietor was likewise having an immense quantity of scythes 
made, under the pretext of their being wanted during the ap- 
proaching agricultural season. 

DENMARK.—DIssoLUTION OF THE DANISH Dirt, — A speech 
from the throne was made by the King of Denmark on occasion of 
the dissolution of the Dict on the 5th inst., to which the Assembly 
replied by nine rounds of cheers. His Majesty, in retiring, ex- 
claimed, ‘Gentlemen, I thank you. The Lord be with you.” 
The Prince of Salm-Salm has been taken prisoner by the Danes 
at Aarhuus. 

BapEen.—The Grand Duke of Baden has arrived at Mayence, 
by steamer, accompanied by the Margrave Maximilian and his 
suite, doubtless for the purpose of being nearer the military move- 
ments which are in preparation. The Russian troops, which were 
embarked at Cologne in four steamers, have landed at St. Goor, 
and will march direct into the Palatinate. The Russian troops are 
gradually advancing towards the Upper Rhine, and are expected to 
enter Carlsruhe on the 13th. The troops concentrated at Brigance 
will set out at the same time. An ordonnance of the Provisional 
Government of Baden declares the country in a state of siege, 
from the frontiers of Hesse to the Murg, including the fortress of 
Raastadt. The head-quarters of the Prince’s army are said to be 
at Darmstadt. Weingrim is occupied by the Badois, their outposts 
being stationed at Keppenheim. The free corps have advanced to 
within a couple of leagues of Darmstadt. The Bavarian troops 
sustained considerable losses on the evening of the 7th. The 
“ central power” in Frankfort has addressed a proclamation en 
ordre to the people of Baden. 

AMERICA.—By the Canada, which steamer arrived at Liverpool 
on Monday night, we learn that in New York the weather was 
stormy and cold. The cholera is on the increase. 

Canapa.—Dates from Montreal were to the 29th of May. Matters 
were going on quietly.

OsBoRNE-HOUSE STRUCK BY LicHTNING. —A fearful 
thunder-storm, accompanied by deluging rain, took place at Cowes 
and neighbourhood yesterday week, which greatly alarmed the 
inhabitants, and did some considerable damage to shipping and 
buildings.

Majesty’s palace had been struck and several persons injured 
thereby. Dr. Hoffmeister and Cass were speedily on their way 
through the storm to the palace; on arrival thereat they found some 
foundation for their summons. The lightning had struck the clock- 
tower, knocked off a piece of the cornice of the building, and broke 
several windows in the corridor. Three men were struck by the 
shock; the cap of one poor fellow, named Corney, was set in 
flames; he received the lightning at the back of the head, and was 
rendered insensible. Stimulants and every means possible to 
restore him were resorted to; but, although faint hopes are enter- 
tained of his recovery, he lies in a dangerous state. The lightning 
also struck the cutter yacht of Andrew Corbett, Esq.; the Hebe, on 
the slip at Ratsey’s yard, Cowes harbour, striking the masthead, 
and in its descent rendering the interior of the spar like a bundle 
of laths; the fluid dispersed itself on reaching the spider-hoop of 
the mast just above the deck. One of the shipwrights who was 
at work forward had his plane knocked out of his hand, but for- 
tunately sustained no injury but what the alarm might naturally 
occasion. We have not heard that the trees or shrubs in the 
palace ground sustained any injury.

DEATH FROM Drownine at KEytTHoRPE. — Cov- 
RAGEOUS CONDUCT OF THE Hon. H. W. WILson. —An inquest 
was held at Tugby, before J. Gregory, Esq., coroner, on the body 
of Edgar Alexander, a lad about 14 years of age, and son of a 
gamekeeper in the employ of the Hon. H. W. Wilson. It appeared 
that the unfortunate lad asked three boys to go into a pond with 
him, but they refused, as they said there were some deep holes in 
it. The lads stood on the bank while deceased went in, and after 
a minute they missed him. He rose, but almost immediately sank 
again, when one of the boys ran and gave an alarm. Information 
was at once conyeyed to the hall, when the honourable proprietor 
behaved in a most heroic and exemplary manner. This is best 
described by his own evidence given at the inquest, when Mr. 
Wilson, having been sworn, said :—‘I reside at Keythorpe-hall. 
On Sunday, about eleven o’clock in the morning, the footman gave 
an alarm that the boy Alexander had been wading, and was 
drowned. Iran down as quick as possible, and found the father 
and mother on the bank of the pond, with two or three others. 
Brown and Grint were searching the water with cromes, or shep- 
herd’s crooks, for the body. I inquired whereabouts he was seen 
last, how long he had been in, and in which direction they had 
been searching with the cromes. I then threw off my clothes and 
dived down to the bottom, but could not see for the thickness of 
the water. I instantly dropped my feet and felt the body. I 
caught hold of the crome in the hand of the man nearest to me and 
raised the lad up, and with the assistance of those on the bank the 
body was taken out, and I examined it both then and before it had 
been taken to the bank, but to all appearance it was lifeless, I 
ordered some of the party to run for blankets, and others to carry 
the body to the house. I had previously sent for a surgeon from 
Hallaton. We used the usual means to restore animation for 
about an hour, but there was not the slightest respiration or sign 
of life. After the surgeon came we tried again for another hour, 
but life was extinct.”” The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental 
death,’ and wished unanimously to express their admiration of the 
courage and forethought evinced by the Hon. Mr. Wilson on the 
occasion. 

FoUNDERING OF ANOTHER IrIsH EMIGRANT Sup. — 
Ont Hunprep Lives Lost. —It falls to our painful duty to 
announce the foundering of the ship Maria, from Limerick, in a 
field of ice, and the sacrifice of a vast amount of human life. The 
particulars contained in the advices of the shocking event, as 
received from Quebec by the Canada (American) mail-steamer, 
state that the ship’s destruction took place at midnight, on the 
10th of May. The Maria, it appears, was an old vessel, manned 
by a crew of ten hands, including the master, Mr. Hesligeau. 
Whether she underwent the necessary inspection by the officers of 
the Emigrant Commission on her leaving Limerick has not as 
yet been ascertained. She sailed from that port on the 2nd of 
April last with 111 passengers. After twenty days’ sailing, severe 
weather was encountered, and a large field of ice sighted. The 
ship was hove to with a view of clearing the huge frozen mass. 
Unfortunately, however, the maneuvre had but little effect, for 
late that night, the 10th of May, she ran into a berg with terrific 
force. The whole of her bows were stove in, and the next moment 
the sea was rushing into the hold with the violence almost of a 
cataract. A piercing shriek was heard from below, but it was only 
for a few moments’ duration, as the ship went down almost imme- 
diately. It was the mate’s watch, who, with one seaman and a 
cabinboy, succeeded in saving three lives, by one of the boats, 
which floated from the wreck as she foundered. About twenty of 
the passengers managed to reach the deck just before she went 
down, some of whom jumped on to the ice, while others clung to 
the floating spars. Nine only, however, could be preserved—six 
men, two women, and a boy, who had got on to the ice. Nothing 
was seen of the master or the rest of the crew. They all perished 
with the remainder of the passengers. Exposed in the boat to the 
most inclement weather, the helpless survivors remained the whole 
of the following day. Kiventually a barque, named the Roslin 
Castle, and the Falcon, a brig, approached and took them on board. 


Fire IN THE KINGSLAND-ROAD.—On Tuesday morning, 
shortly before two o’clock, a fire broke out on the premises belong- 
ing to Messrs. J. and E. Longhurst, sheet zinc manufacturers, 154, 
Kingsland-road. ‘The premises, which were of great extent, were 
stored with goods of considerable value, and were completely 
destroyed.

Frigutrun DesTiruTION AND DisEAsr.—The Castle- 
bur Telegraph gives the following recital of horrors observed by 
one of their correspondents in the vicinity of that place :—‘* A 
gentleman of this town visiting the village of Burrin and the 
adjoining villages, between Burrin and the parish of Turlough, 
within an hour’s walk of Castlebar, describes the condition of the 
villagers as most horrible to contemplate. In one cabin he walked 
into he found three dead bodies—one lying dead six days, another 
three days, and the third one day—and a fourth one found dying ! 
The dead were the victims of fever and want of sufficient nourish- 
ment; while the dying—a child—was suffering from diarrhea, or, 
as some would have it, cholera, In another house he found a 
woman apparently dying, to whom he administered some reviving 
cordial, with which he was luckily supplied. The poor creature 
lay stretched on the bog-floor of her cabin without bed-covering, 
not being blessed with such, nor even any straw to keep her 
erhadinted’ limbs from the damp floor. He offered to provide a con- 
veyance to take her to town to get medical attendance, but she 
dectined the offer, saying ‘she knew she was dying, and that she 
preferred breathing her last in her little hut, which would be tum- 
bled the instant she left it.’ She died the. same evening. We are 
reluctant in calling attention to the many sickening records of death 
which daily occur around us from perfect destitution, nakedness, 
and hunger.’’

Ot Por ies Wate iven by the Conqueror to Robert, Earl of 
Morton, in Normandy, his brother by the mother’s side, who was 
created Earl of Cornwall in the ‘Succeeding reign. He was suc- 
ceeded in his possessions by William, Earl of Morton and Corn- 
wall, who, on being refused the earldom of Kent, entered into a 
rebellion; whereupon the King seized upon this town and castle, 
and gave them to Gilbert de Aquila, with all the land thereunto 
belonging. In the lifetime of his immediate successor, this town 
and castle reverted to the Crown; and after divers changes they, by 
ift from King Henry II., became .the property of Richard de 
quila, whose posterity enjoyed them quietly till the reign of 
Henry III., when Gilbert de Aquila, by disorderly conduct, made 
himself obnoxious to the King, who seized upon all his estates. 
This honour, in the nineteenth year of his reign, the King granted 
to Gilbert Marshal, Earl of Pembroke, during pleasure. In the 
twenty-fifth year of his reign he gave the honour to Peter de Savoy, 
uncle to his Queen, and afterwards granted him the inheritance 
thereof, with the castle and its appurtenances. _ Before the reign 
of James I., this castle was a part of the possessions of the duchy 
of Lancaster; for James, by his letters patent under the seal of 
that duchy dated the 18th of June, granted to Edward, Earl of 
Dorset, the castle of Pevensey and portreve of Pevensey, to hold 
the same during his life. For a considerable length of time this 
castle had been held by the Pelham family, under a lease from the 
duchy of Lancaster, till some years since his Grace the Duke of 
Newcastle gave it up to the Earl of Wilmington, on his being 
created Baron Pevensey. It now belongs to the Northampton 
family. I had finished the sketch of the beautiful and interesting 
remains I have described, and then carelessly sauntered towards 
the pretty village, which forms a pleasing feature in the landscape, 
with the intention of looking for one of those comfortable old- 
fashioned country inns so seldom met with now, where I hoped, 
after my long day’s ramble, to be accommodated with a good 
dinner and clean bed, as I intended to remain a few days in the 
neighbourhood, having noticed several subjects worthy the pencil 
of any artist.

FINE ARTS. 


Burrorp’s New Panorama, LEICESTER-SQUARE.— 
This interesting exhibition opened to the public on Monday last. 
It represents one of the most lovely and extensive valleys in the 
world ; and whether taken as a work of art, or simply asa truthful 
representation of one of the most romantic valleys in the world, or 
from the peculiar interest which attaches to it at the present time 
by our late conquests in India, it certainly is one of the most 
pleasing and satisfactory exhibitions that has come under our notice 
for some time, and reflects the highest credit upon all engaged in 
its production. It is paintedin oil colours by Mr. Burford, and 
some excellent groups of eminent characters are introduced by Mr. 
Selous; the whole have been painted from sketches by G. T. Vigne, 
Esq., F.G.S. The beautiful Valley of Kashmir is encircled by 
lofty and picturesque mountains, by which it is sheltered on all 
sides ; by its elevation it is placed beyond the reach of the extreme 
heat of Hindostan; streams of fresh water issue in all directions 
from luxuriantly-clothed hills, flowing gently on until they fall into 
the mighty river that meanders majestically through the whole 
vale. Mr. Burford has managed the aérial perspective with great 
skill, and the character and variety of the various objects are 
painted ina most artistic style. The figures also, in their pic- 
turesque costumes, gives an interest and charm to the whole. 


SALE or Rare Iranian Picrurrs.—The sale of Mr. 
Coningham’s important collection of pictures took place at Messrs. 
Christie and Manson’s rooms, on Saturday last. The three 
pictures which realized the largest sums were ‘'’he Infant Christ 
on the Lap of the Virgin,’ by Carlo Crivelli, purchased by Mr.

The consideration of the various effects of different modes 
of electric discharge formed the subject of Mr. Faraday’s lecture 
on Saturday last at the Royal Institution.

In one case, which Mr. Faraday said he had ob- 
served, a house had been set on fire by the melted globules of a 
copper bellwire having fallen on some curtains; now, if in such a 
case the discharge had not been interrupted, or had been more 
powerful, the metal might have been deflagrated and dispersed, 
and the house would not have been set on fire. ‘

Among the historical 
manuscripts the following is especially interesting :—A small volume 
containing 196 pages of vellum, each about an inch square, on 
which are written in English, the seven penitential psalms. It is 
bound in gold, enamelled in black, and furnished with two small 
gold rings, by which it might have been suspended round the waist 
of its possessor. This book was given by Henry VIII. to Anne 
Boleyn, and by her presented, at her execution, to her maid of 
honour, Mrs. Wyat.

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THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The gathering of the fleet having been now completed, and 
the stores for the voyage conveyed on board the respective 
vessels, nothing was wanting for the departure but a favour- 
able gale. After several mischances the ships sailed to the 
Somme, and anchored near port St. Valeri. Contrary winds 
detained them at this place for nearly a month. 

The invasion had never been popular with the duke’s subjects, 
and every unfortunate occurrence and delay served to increase 
their unwillingness for the expedition. While thus windbound, 
the common soldiers began to murmur, ‘This man must be 
mad,” they said, “to persist in going to conquer a foreign 
country, since God, who withholds the wind, opposes him. 
We remember that his father, who was surnamed Robert le 
Diable, purposed something of the kind, and was in like 
manner frustrated in his attempts. It is the fate of the family 
to aspire to things beyond their power, and to find God their 
adversary.” 

William was greatly annoyed at the rising disaffection, and, 
calling a council of the chiefs who were most attached to his 
cause, asked what was to be done. The superstitious feeling 
in connection with the reliques of holy men we have before 
noticed, at the time when Harold took his celebrated oath to 
William ; it was resolved to take advantage of this weakness, 
and to make it of use in quieting the discontent of the soldiery. 

At a convent near the little town off which the fleet was 
lying were kept with reverential care the remains of the patron 
saint who gave the name to the port. The head of the con- 
vent was supplicated to permit the shrine which contained 
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WILLIAM EMBARKING, 


the bones of St. Valeri to be brought out for the inspection of 
the soldiers, that they might invoke the saint to bestow a 
favourable wind, and make their offerings. As the monks of 
St. Valeri were sure to be gainers by complying with this 
request, permission was given. The shrine was conveyed 
from the convent with great solemnity, and placed on a carpet 
in a conspicuous spot, and all were invited to pay respect to 
so valued a treasure; the pious to offer their prayers; the 
charitable to make their offerings. The success of this expe- 
dient outweighed their greatest expectations. The discon- 
tented soldiers, the faint-hearted among the nobles, hastened 
to the sacred depository, and for three days they. wearied the 
saint with prayers, and overwhelmed his relique with offerings. 
So numerous were the latter, that the Norman chronicler 
informs us the shrine was half buried in the heaps of gold, 
silver, and precious things which were presented by the crowds 
of votaries who visited it, for no one, we know, would come 
empty handed. 

During the delay, according to some historians, his Duchess 
Matilda arrived with a splendid vessel, which she herself had 
caused to be built, and adorned with the greatest magnificence, 
as a suitable present for her husband. It seemed as if the wind 
had only delayed a change till the arrival of this auspicious 
gift, for scarcely had the acclamations with which it was 
greeted died away, when the long-desired breeze sprang up, 
‘‘and a joyful clamour,” says Malmsbury, “then arising, 
summoned every one to the ships.”

Drawn bonnets of crape have the runnings very small 
and close together. The newest style for a drawn bonnet is 
that in which the runnings commence in the centre of the 
crown, and are continued spirally round the bonnet like the 
rows of sewed straw. A crape drawn bonnet made in this 
manner may have a narrow row of blonde over each running. 
Bonnets may be made of crape lisse, either white or coloured, 
over glacé silk, the crape being either put on plain or laid in 
folds. Black lace bonnets are rather numerous this summer, 
They are composed of lace of the very finest texture and quality 
laid in rows on a frame of Paris net. These bonnets are 
trimmed, both on the outside and under the brim, with a pro- 
fusion of beautiful flowers. Leghorn bonnets, it may be 
observed, are fashionable, though not very numerous, They 
are usually trimmed with small feathers, or with flowers, or 
with fruit and flowers intermingled. 

Barége dresses are in the height of fashionable fayour,—a fav. 
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which can create no suprise in those who have ob- 
served the splendid new patterns which the present 
season has put forth. Both colours and designs are 
in the most exquisite taste. Those having brown or 
grey grounds, with wreaths of pink roses and green 
foliage, are most prevalent. These dresses are made 
with a great number of flounces, which are some- 
times put on spirally, that is to say, the flouncing 
is in one connected piece, which commences at one 
side of the skirt, and, after being carried round as 
often as may be desired, ends at the side opposite 
to that at which it was begun.

At Guildhall, a youug girl, aged 13, named Mary Fenny, was charged with 


stealing a coat and shirt belonging to her parent, and Catherine M‘Gavin, a 


married woman, was likewise charged as being the receiver.—E-dward Fenny, 
a stupid-looking man, of 7, Willows-court, Blackley-street, said the week 
before last his daughter robbed him of a shirt and coat. 
where they were, and she told him that she was obliged to put them some- 
where to get ‘* meat to eat.”—Alderman Carden: Are you a good parent to 
her ]—Fenny (sullenly): If I had meat for her she should haye it, but I have 
been out of work so long.—Alderman Carden: Have yeu often left her with- 
out food?—Fenny: I have sometimes, and been without myself.—Alderman 
Carden: Then I don’t wonder that she used your clothes to procure some- 
thing to eat. Have you a wife ?—Fenny: I have, but she is out of her mind, 
and has been so for the last eighteen months. I have one other child in ser- 


vice.—Alderman Carden: This is the first time you have had to complain of 


your daughter?—lenny: It is, although she did the same thing some months 
back while I was in the hospital.—Alderman Carden: And for the same pur- 
pose ?—Fenny: Yes; J don’t find fault with her for that, but she had no right 
to do so without my sanction.—The daughter, a good and innocent looking 
girl, who eried bitterly, declared that her father often left her days and days 
without feod, and she would have starved had it not been for the kindness 
of Mrs, M‘Gavin.—Mrs, M‘Gavin said that for the last three weeks she had 
kept the girl, who was most grossly neglected by her father, With respect 
to the coat and shirt, the girl said she had been to pledge them for 6d., and 
had purchased some pudding and potatoes. She had for some time been 
employing her at the rate of 1s, 6], per week, but could not now afford it.— 
Alderman Carden, addressing the prosecutor, said he was not worthy the 
name of father. The woman in the dock had acted towards her more as a 
mother than he had done as a parent.—Prosecutor, with great indifference: 
You are quite right.—Alderman Carden: Why, you are a disgrace to the 
name of parent, and ought to be where your child is.—Prosecutor: She had 
no right to touch my things.—The girl here declared that her father some- 
times left her for weeks without food.—Alderman Carden said he should dis- 
charge both of them, but the child should go to Cripplegate parish, when the 
officers would compel the prosecutor to support her. 


At Marylebone a young woman named Elizabeth Stewart, a servant out of 
place, was brought before Mr. Broughton, charged under the following dis- 
tressing circumstance with having attempted to terminate her existence by 
drowning.—Police-constable 302 D deposed that, about five o’clock on Mon- 
day afternoon, he heard a splash in the Regent’s Canal near Gloucester-gate, 
and immediately afterwards he saw the prisoner’s head rise up above the 
water; she screamed out, ‘‘ Oh, my mother.” Witness ran off as fast as he 
could for the drags, and on his return he found that she (prisoner) had been 
drawn out by two men. She was removed in a state of insensibility to the 
York and Albany Hotel, and as soon as she was able to articulate she ex- 
pressed her regret that any one had interfered to prevent her from carrying 
her intention into effect, as she was in very great distress, and had not par- 
taken of any food since Saturday morning.—The surgeon who attended her 
said that, when he was called in to see her at the hotel, she was in strong 
convulsions, and if aasistance had been a few minutes longer delayed she 
must have ceased to exist. It was only by dint of great care and exertion 
that she was restored.—In reply to the magistrate, the prisoner said she was 
very unhappy in consequence of her having been for some time out of a situa- 
tion, and she was still sorry that any one had taken her out of the canal.— 
The aunt (a respectable-looking woman) here stepped forward, and stated 
that the poor girl had long been cruelly neglected and ill used by her father, 
a master brushmaker, living in Primrose- street, City, and employing seven or 
eight men. Witness’s son had called upon him and informed him that his 
daughter had nearly deprived herself of life, when he told him that if she 
was lying in the gutter in a parching condition, for want of a drop of water, 
he would not give it to her!!—Mr. Broughton remarked in strong terms 
upon the cruel and most unnatural observation alleged to have been made 
by the parent; and he was of opinion that, as the prisoner was still labouring 
under very strongly excited feelings, the best course would be to send her to 
the House of Detention for the present, where she would be taken care of and 
properly looked to; and it was directed that she should be brought up again 


next Monday. 
ROBBERIES IN CHURCHES. 

At Lambeth, dana Goodwell, a genteelly-dressed girl of 15 years of age, 
was placed at the felons’ bar before Mr. Norton, on a charge of committing 
two different robberies in the new Roman Catholic Church, St. George’s- 
fields, on the preceding day. From the evidence it appeared that during 
the afternoon service the pocket of a female had been picked of three half- 
crowns, and immediately preceding the discovery of the robbery the prisoner 
was seen to hurry out of the sacred edifice. At the evening service, in the 
same church, a second female was robbed of six or seven shillings; and on 
this occasicn the prisoner, who was observed to shuftle amongst the con- 
gregation and endeavour to get away from the spot, was secured; and, upon 
being searched, 10s. 4d. were found upon her person.—The prisoner, whose 
neat and innocent appearance was such as to remove all suspicion of her 
dishonesty, denied her guilt in the last case, and declared she had not been 
to the chapel at all in the afternoon. ‘The money found on her, she said, 
belonged to herself and her sisters, and had been saved up, she stated, for a 
day’s amusement at Hampton-court.—Two of the prisoner’s sisters were 
called, and swore hard to get her acquitted; but, both haying been ordered 
out of court while the prisoner was making her statement, they contradicted 
each other in several important points.—The female who had first been 
robbed was then recalled, and swore positively that, for some time previously 
to her discovering her loss, the prisoner was by her side.—A second female 
also as positively swore’ that, a moment or two before she heard the last 
witness had been robbed, she saw the prisoner making for the doorina 
hurried manner.—After this the prisoner confessed her guilt in both cases; 
but, as other robberies have recently been committed in the same church, 
she was remanded until to-day, 


The next prisoner placed in the felons’ dock was Joseph Fletcher, a well- 
dressed youth, whose family were said to be of the highest respectability, 
but who, as it will be seen, from his boyhood has indulged in a course of 
daring crime. The prosecutor in the present case isa gentleman named 
Cook, who stated that he attended the morning service at St. Peter’s Church, 
Walworth-road, and on leaving the church, at the conclusion of the service, 
he felt a twitch at his pocket, and discovered that his handkerchief, which 
he had used not a moment before, was gone. Observing the prisoner 
endeavour to shuffle among the members of the congregation coming out of 
the church, he at once suspected him, and, laying hold of his collar, 
challenged him with the robbery. ‘The prisoner, finding there was no 
chance for escape, took the handkerchief out of his hat, said -he had picked 
it up, and hoped he would not give him into custody. He (Mr. Cook), 
however, held him untila policeman came up, and gave him into custody, 
The witness added that the prisoner must have seen him use his handker- 
chief, as he had been in the same pew with him during the service.— 
Sergeant Quennear, 1 P, said he was present at the assizes at Kingston, 
when the prisoner was found guilty of felony, and, a former conviction haying
